An Interesting and significant In- 
cident, showing how the varied institu- 
tions of the Allied Nations have, been 
drawn together by the great war. la 
the presentation of a medal which has 
Just, been made to McGill University 
by the authorities of the. University of 
Paris. A copy of this medal has bean 
sent by tho University of Paris to cac'i 
of the universities of the Allied Nations. 

The University of Paris being, with 
the single exception of the University 
of Bologna, the oldest university In 
Europe, fa, as It were, the mother of 
European learning, and which tho now 
universities regard as one of tho groat 
centres from which, In the time of the 
revival of learning, the the torch ot 
learning was handed on to the remo'o 
corners of the Continent of Europo. 
and from thence to all tho civilized 
world. 

Now, In return, this ancient unlver- ' 
slty makes acknowledgment of, the! 
gratitude of Fronce to her younger ' 
university sisters ot the Allied Nations 
for . their sen-ices to France "by lloo.: ' 
and Sword" In the great war. 

The medal Is a large one, cast 'ii I 
bronze and of exquisite workmunsh!;) 
—an example of the high artistic 
standard which characterizes French 
Art. In the accompanying letter, the 
Rector of the University of Parla, 
speaking for that university, says: 
3JI M «It ptrtieulitre'mint agré- 
able de rendre ainsi hommage aux 
Universités du Canada dont las 
professeurs et •tudiarffi ouf" si 
grandement contribue au triomphe 
de notre cause commun»; nous 
vous prions de considérer cette 
médaille comma un témoignage 
d'une amitié désormais indestruct- 
ible."

ing ground for students. We have repeatedly emphasized the 
fact that its privileges are in no sense exclusive: which, to put it 
inorc -pointedly, mean- ihat it was not established, nor is it main- 
tained, for the exclusive purpose of affording accommodation to 
billiard player.- who. afar all. constitute but a small minority of! 
t|ic Student Body. We write this statement without the least' 
desire to cast aspersion upon those who fréquent the Union for the 
express pur|K)se of using the billiard rooms. In fad, we consider 
to be at least one justification for its existence thai il docs suc- 
:ccd in attracting even the minority which comprises the billiard 
players. The real point is that the Union, instead of being the 
common meeting ground for all students, is apparently frequented 
by only that very meagre minority who resort to it solely for the 
amusement which ihe billiard rooms afford. There is nothing to 
attract those who seek other forms of pastime. In short there 
seems to be a regrettable lack of the varitcy of things which would 
naturally tend to make the institution the centre of undergraduate 
ljfe and activity. 

,Wc are quite aware of the fact that we are harping on an old 
ain, but at least u is one which recent occurrences have made 
as opportune as ever. A communication appearing in the cor- 
respondence columns of yesterday's issue refers to- "the deplorable 
condition of affairs now existing in the Union Reading Room " 
And it is well to note here that, if our above expresesd sentiments 
have seemed to disparage the value of the billiard rooms and cast 
VMpprtfjun upon those who frequent them, the writer of this letter 
■ is guilty of no such offence. We may or may not be a billiard 
•pjaycr; the real point is that he is interested in other things among 
Which is the Union Reading Room. 

We are al a complete loss to account for the fact that the 
maintenance of the supply of reading matter, hitherto of fairly 
satisfactory variety, should have been neglected. Obviously it is 
the consequence of sheer oversight, and as such is most unaccount- 
able. 

What the Met. ill Union most needs is the establishment of 
the maximum number of points of contact with the Student Body. 
The Union must be popularized. Every man must be made to 
feel that it holds something of interest to himself. But here is an 
outstanding instance of gross neglect in the . maintenance of what 
has heretofore been a real attraction. The deterioration 0/ the 
Union Reading Room marks the collapse of one of the above men- 
tioned all-important points of contact. We have advocated pro- 
gress but apparently there is some need to shout a warning regard 
tug the danger of retrogression.

This, | 
he pointed oui, would certainly happen 
unless the Government took it over. 

Mr. Daly, leader of the negative, fol- 
lowed, and pointed out thnt CanaJ.i 
was In no financial position, with her ' dene 
large National Debt, to undertake tho' 
further large expenditures which would 
bo necessary If tho Government were 
to take oyer Ihe Grand Trunk Hallway. 
He alsp touched on the Tact of tho • 
Grand Trunk Railway bolng a poor 
propositlonr as It was In a very poor 
stato financially at the present time. 

Mr. Buchanan ably supported the 
arguments of the leader of the affirma- 
tive and stated that as the Government 
had already taken over the Grand 
Trunk Pacific, she should, in falrncm 
to the stockholders, take over the 
Grand Trunk Ball way. He also made 
a favorable comparison, showing how 
well the Government were running the 
railways at a financial gain In Aus- 
tralia. 

. Air. Norcross, In supporting tho 
leader of the. negative, made as his 
chief argument that the Government 
could not operate a railway as effi- 
ciently as a private company could nor 
With a similar financial gain. Ho sub- 
stantiated his argument by figures, 
showing tho national loss on our Gov- 
ernment railroads as being thirty mil- 
lion, of dollars. Mr. MUne then made 
a very clever rebuttAl„<bt?nglng the de 
bate to a close. 

Mr. Jull, the honorary president 0 
the "Lit.", then made a criticism of 
each speaker, and brought in an -opau 
verdict, stating that the debate, on the 
whole, was very cretHtabh;.- but that 
the subject was perhjfps toe large for 
the time given the speaker.' for pren 
aration. , ■—.*.•

Work Held. 

Yesterday afternoon, at 5.15, abou*. 
thirty would-be wrestlers were busily 
engagea in donning their trunks, jer- 
seys and sleepers. The first piece of 
woik to be carried out was lo carry the 
heavy two-Inch mat from the basement 
to the lop floor. To do this, t-ivlve 
likely looking men were selected, and 
they finished this small ta«k :n record 
time. 

After calling the roll. Mr. Smith pro- 
ceeded to pu I the fellows through the 
hand wrestling exercises whlcn had 
oecn practised al the meet last Thurs- 
day. After a few minutes at this work, 
the Instructor noUced that some of the 
men were breathing hard, and, follow- 
ing his Custom of previous years, called 
a halt nnd gave a lecture on the con- 
servation of energy.
